FISHING TRIP

Promptly at 3:00 a. m. Sufiday,
June 19, the alarm clock began
buzzing and we left our snug beds
and started on our fishing trip.

cream soda. At last we reached the
top, and what a relief it was to
recline upon the soft rocks of the
trail and look down a thousand
feet and view the river as it wound
its tortuous way. On the opposite
ridge the five had failed to ravage,
and the beauty of the well-timbergd
slope replld ug in a great measure
for the task we had just performed.

By now the shadows were begin-
ning to play around the deep can-
yon, s o we could not tarry long.
For some two miles we followed this
high line, and we'll say it was
high.

except for some severe jolts. ‘Here
we transferred ourselves and be-
longings to a wagon stage, and in
some western style headed farther
into the wilds.

About 11 o’clock we sallied forth
from Follows Camp firmly determin-
ed to reach Iron Fork or bust. Gee!
Fellows! but that watér was cold.
Ye gods and little fishes! However,
a little thing like that could not
daunt us, and on we went. Reach-
ing Camp Bonita, nestling in the
mouth of Cattle Canyon, we took a
short rest and then started the home
stretch.  Bverything went fine, ex-
cept that occasionally Roy would
remind us that he had a shorter
wheel-base than the rest, until we
reached the mouth of the narrows.
Here our troubles began. Away
up near the top of the mountain
we could gee the high line trail and
our guide informed us that due to
the late rains we would not be able
to go through the narrows, but
would have to go up the mountain
side and finish our journey on the
high Iine ‘trail. Little realizing
what this meant, we bucked high
water and bad trail for some two
miles and reached the point where
we left the river. Imagine our dis-
may wheh we saw that the trail led
almost straight up a loose shale
slide. We had come too far to back
down, and tightening our belts we

reached the trail leading to Iron
Forks. Across the canyon, perched
like an eagle’s nest, we could see
the hut belonging to Stanley and
Miller, who claim to have a bonanza
mine. Far below us we could see
the roof of our home, sweet home.
Never has a sight been more wel-
come than that. Tears of thanks
were near the surface, not from
homesickness, but every one was
so hungry. While we were yet some
500 feet above camp, we caught our
first sight of Oliver Justice, “old
Hickory,” who was to- be our host
for the week. There he stood, a
typical ~mountaineer, with long
white beard, stooped shoulders, but
young in spite of years. Making
a short turn we made a sudden
descent and reached camp. While
Malone, who is an old friend of
“Hickory,” was arranging for camp-
ing, our guide hastily unpacked our
mules and left us to the tender mer-
cies of our host.

While the men were busy making
the beds under a large oak tree,
«Friend Hickory’” was entertaining
the ladies with stories of shooting
scrapd, showing where the bullet
holes were and where the men lay
when found, and of how. mountain
lions had come into camp and
caught three of his cats. By the
time we retired for the night there
were wild cats and lion on every
limb of our sheltering oak. 1

But we were too tired to let fears
bother us long, and soon all were
sleeping about twenty knots an
hour. Roy began to worry about
the numerous tasks to be done in
the morning, and in his sleep ac-
cused Dick of stealing all the can-
dles.

By five the sun had routed us out
of bed and we were busy rigging
up our fishing poles, all except Geo.

The proposed license ordinance,
which was given its first reading be-
fore the board of trustees last Tues-
day evening, seems to be about the
fairest of any in this part of the
country. The |trustees visited a
number of mnearby cities and found
what was being charged in the
various other eities.

As it is proposed, the merchants
and other people who are established
in Torrance will pay about a dollar
a month as an occupational tax.

Where there are two distinct lines
of business under the “me roof the/
owner will of course gay for both.
For example, a hardware store and
a real estate office together.. An-
other example is of a psolroom, bar-
ber shop and restaurant. In this
case the owner will puy only two
licenses, as the pool rocan and bar-
ber shop are combined. A drug
store will pay only one .icense, al-
though there are many Xinds of
business, but all under the same
head. 2

Most cities charge a large fee in
excess of what the trustees of Tor-
rance have laid out, but as Trustee
Smith was heard to say the other
day: ‘“There is no other city any-
where like Torrance. So why should
Torrance try to follow or pattern
after other cities.” s
